President Ignores House and 
Nolifies Senate He Has Moved 
lo Abrogate 1832 Treaty 


TAFT ASKS THE SENATE 
TO RATIFY HIS” ACTION 


There Will Be Politics in De- 
bate, and Democrats Will 
Criticise Taft--Generally Ad- 
mitted United States Will 
Not Get What It Demands 
From Russia. 


Pesident Taft turned over to the 
senate today the task of completing 
the abrogation of the treaty of 1832 
with Russia, because of alleged dis- 
criminations against American citi- 
zens of Jewish faith, 

Ignoring the house of representa- 
tives, the president sent a message to 
the senate announcing that on Friday 
last he had caused notice to be for- 
warded to St. Petersburg that the 
United States desired the treaty to 
end January 1, 1913. This notifica- 
tion was officially handed to the ‘rep- 
resentatives of the Russian govern- 
ment yesterday. 

Taft Asked Sermate to Ratify. 

Mr. Taft asked the senate to ratify 
and give effect to his action. The 
foreign affairs committee of the sen- 
ate voted unanimbdusly to report a res- 
olution of ratification couched in dip- 
lomatic terms, and Senator Lodge of- 
fered it later in the senate. There 
was every reason to believe that the 
resolution would be rushed through, 
inasmuch as the senate committee, as 
an act of courtesy to the house, had 
decided that the lower branch of con- 
gress would be asked to concur in the 
senate’s action, 
‘Senator ‘Heyburn, of 
took the floor, and after protesting 
vigorously against hasty action, as- 
werted his right under the rules, and 
by formal objection threw § further 
consideration of the matter over until 
tomorrow. 

Although it was evident tonight that 
politics would enter into the fight to- 
morrow, the prediction Was made 
freely that all obstacles would be 
overcome and that before the senate 
adjourned the committee resolution 
would be put through as a substitute 
for the house resolution, which proved 
objectionable to the Russian govern- 
ment. 

Chairman Sulzer, of the house com- 
mittee on foreign affairs, author of 
the house resolution, declared tonight 
that he believed the matter would be 
adjusted satisfactorily and that the 
abrogation of the treaty would be an 
accomplished fact before congress re- 
cessed Thursday for the holidays. 

Democratic Leaders Accuse Taft. 

Democratic leaders both in the 
house and the genate are determined 
to claim credit for the abrogation of 
the treaty. Senators Culbergon, of 
Texas, and Hitchcock, of Nebraska, 
the latter a member of the foreign re- 
lations committee, served preliminary 
notice to this effect in the senate to- 
day and will be heard further tomor- 
row. Senator Culberson accused Pres- 
ident Taft of trying to “strip the 
house of one of its prerogatives,” and 
asserted that the president was “trying 
to steal the democratic thunder.” 

In his message‘to the senate. Presi- 
dent Taft transmitted a copy of the 
letter which American Ambassador 
Guild, at St. Petersburg, had trans- 
mitted to the Russian foreign office. 
In it was pressed the view of the 
the old treaty no 
longer met the political principles or 
commercial needs of the two nations 
and should be terminated. The Ameri- 
can government, with marked courtesy, 
suggested further that it would be 
most agreeable to this country if a 
new treaty, along modern lines, could 
be negotiated to replace the ancien:

Three new cigar stands -.wiill be 
opened by the ‘United Cigar Stores 
Company in Atlanta ‘within the next 
few, days—that is, unless all indications 
are false. 

From New York comes a dispatch to 
the. effect that the management. of the 
company~-has announced ‘its intention 
of immediately opening a number of 
stores already leased throughout the 
country, and at the same time the re- 
port lias been current here for several 
days that the three places known to 
have.been rented by the United Cigar 
Stores Company will be opened within 
ea short time. These three stores are 
located at the corner of Marietta and 
Forsyth streets, on Peachtree, just op- 
posite the Candler building, and in the 
store “on Peachtree occupied by Tom 
Pitts fon a number of years. 

May Now Open Stores. 

The decision of.the United Cigar 
Stores-Company to open these stores 
comes 4a8,the result of a decision re- 
cently handéd down by the United 
States supreme court. In _ this decision 
it was set out that the American To- 
bacco Company could not hold stock 
in the .United Cigar Stores corpora- 
tion , without Violating the anti-trust 
laws. ‘Pursuant to this decision, the 
Amefican’ Taboceco Cempany has dis- 
posed of its stock in the other organ- 
ization, it is sgid, and this leaves the 
cigar cOmpany free to do business 
when and where it chooses. 

There is a strong probability 
the opening of the new stores by the 
United Cigar company will precipitate 
a fight between these stores and those 
owned by private individuals or corpo- 
rations. What is thought by many to 
be the firet.skirmish in this fight was 
the leasing of the old “Tom Pitts” 
place on Peachtree by the United Cigar 
company, which was followed almost 
immediatety by Mr. Pitts securing a 
long lease on the new place he has 
just. opened on Peachtree between De- 
eatur street. and Edgewood avenue. 
This store had been occupied by the 
United Cigar Stores Company until Mr. 
Pitts leased it. — 

Ready for Invasion. 

In addition to this, it is known that 
at least two other prominent cigar 
dealers of the city are preparing to 
vigorously fight the invasion of the big 
company. On the place occupied by 
one, it fs said, the United Cigar com- 
pany has already offered to pay exact- 
ly twice as much rental as the pres-

Engine of Silk Special Plowed 
for Five Feet Into Pullman 
Sleeper, Spreading = Injuries 
and Death — Alleged Care- 
lessness Caused the Wreck.

Odessa, Minn., December 18.—Twelve 
are dead and nearly a score are more or 
less seriously injured as the result of 
a silk train on the Chicago, Milwau- 
kee and St. Paul. road, which was 
running as section No. 2, of the “Co- 
lumbian flyer,” crashing into the rear 
Sleeper of the flyer at. the station 
here early today. The engine of the 
silk special ploughed for five feet into 
the sleeper, but the greatest loss of 
life was in the front end of the 
sleeper which was telescoped by the 
dining car just ahead. 

Long after it was believed all the 
dead had been removed from the debris, 
wreckers late this afternoon found two 
bodies in the sleeper literally cut to 
pieces. Identification of these, it was 
Stated tonight, is impossible. . 

Although both the diner and the 
Sleeper were of steel, the-former 
sheared the upper, portion of the sleep- 
er from the floor as if it had been 
cardboard. In some manner the din- 
er’s floor became elevated slightly 
@bove that of the sleeper at the im 
pact, and with the force of section 
No. 2’8 engine behind, the sleeper 
jammed along for fully twenty-five 
feet while the diner, as a gigantic 
knife, cut away the upper structure 
and did its work of destruction. ° 

Responsibility for Wreck. 

Responsibility for the wreek ‘is said 
to rest between the Operator at Or- 
tonville Junction, who it is asserted 
should not have permitted the silk 
train to enter the block in which there 
was a train; the operator here, who, 
it is said, failed to lift the Stop sig- 
nal for the flyer, and the flagman of 
the flyer, who it is claimed failed to 
protect the rear of his train immedi- 
ately following its stopping at the 
block, 

All the occupants of the sleeper 
but two escaped without injury.’ Im- 
mediately after the crash the unin- 
jured hastened the work of rescue and 
many feats of heroism were  per- 
formed. 

G. F. Schuster, a “jackey’ “of the 
United States battleship West Virgin- 
ia, on his way to his home in Toledo, 
Ohio, on furlough, was conspicuous in 
the work of rescue. 

Nearly all of the injured were taken 
to Minneapolis and many of them 
continued on to their destination. The 
bodies of the dead are being held here 
and will be sent to their destinations 
as soon as word tan be heard from 
relatives. 

Saved Lives by His Heroism, 

Kansas City, December 18.—That the 
casualties in the collision between two 
cars on the Kansas City-Leavenworth 
electric line at Wolcott, Kansas, today 
were only three killed and eight in- 
jured, was due to the heroism of Ros- 
coe Agers, an employee. 

Agers was in the smoking compart- 
ment of the southbound car when the 
two met, each going at about thirty- 
five mileg an hour. * The northbound 
car plowed its way almost through the 
other. As Agers crawled from the 
wreckage he noticed coals from the 
battered stove rolling down on the 
splinters already smoking. 

He kicked the coals out and with 
his bare hands threw the hot pieces of 
the broken stove away into the fog. 
His hands were burned to the bone, 
but he saved the wrecKage from 
catching fire and burning those per- 
sons imprisoned in the debris.

He 
checked in, turned in his papers and 
left the office, At 4 o’clock, when he 
should have been ready for the return 
trip. he did not show up. 

Saturday night word was received 
from the Macon agent, asking about a 
package of $7,000 in currency which 
was to have been delivered in Griffin 
for the Merchant's and Planter’s bank, 
which the agent there had not receiv- 
ed. This started an investigation, end- 
ing with the oracking of Fargason's 
safe, when it was finally determined 
that he and the package of money wers 
missing. 

“That’s a lot of money,” the Macon 
agent is reported to have said to Far- 
gason as he handed him the package.

Disappearance Hardly Planaed. 

This was all that passed. He was 
in good spirits, and did not exhiLit any 
signs which would be viewed as signi!- 
icant in the light of recent happenings.

Fitzgerald, Ga., December 18.—(Spe- 
cial.)—For the first time in ita history 
Fitzgerald has been visited by yess- 
men. This morning at 3:25 every one 
within two blocks of the postoffice was 
aroused by a noise and shock and per- 
sons living across from ‘the building 
saw that the side doors of the Luilding 
were wide open.

directly across the street dressed and 
wenteover as quickly as possible Lut no 
one was to be found except Night Po- 
liceman B. Osborne, who had just come 
upon the scene. They found the room 
full of smoke and gas, windows brok- 
en and doors wide open. ,Upon inves- 
tigation it was found that the door 
of the safe was blown open and the 
contents of the safé scattered about 
with some of them on fire.

An Appeal for Funds Is Made 
by the Board of 
_ Trustees. 


——— 


An earnest appeal to the, people of 
Georgia to contribute a sufficient sum 


for the entertainment of the inmates 
of the state sanitarium at silledge- 


ville has been issued by the trustees 
of that institution. 

The trustees of the sanitarium re- 
cently decided that some form of ber- 
manent amusement should be provided 
for the inmates of the asylum, and 
since music seems to afford them’ more 
genuine pleasure than any other meth- 
od of entertainment, it was decided to 
secure a band. 

In order to carry out this purpose 
it will be necessary for the trustees to 
receive aid from the public.

“At a recent meeting of the officers | 
of the Georgia state sanitarium it was 
decided that an effort should be made 
to establish some form of permanent 
entértainment for its unfortunate in- 
mates. After due consideration, the 
board of trustées concurring, it was 
concluded that a well organized brass 
Dang would furnish the patients more 
pleasure than any other form of 
amusement. The principal object in 
view is to .have this band to give 
afternoon concerts on‘the lawn and to 
furnish music for the dances, which 
are so much enjoyed by the patients. 
It hag long been recognized that music 
represents a rea] treatment in cer- 
tain forms of mental disorder, over 
3,000 hearts appeal to you, from behind 
the walls of this institution, for some 
means to lighten their sorrow and 
brighten their cheerless future. So we 
trust that both pleasure and helpful 
Tesultse will accrue from this worthy 
undertaking, if carried to a successful 
termination. The funds appropriated 
for the actual maintenance of the in- 
stitution do not offer us much hope 
of assistance from this source. We 
have concluded, therefore, to appeal 
to the good people of Georgia to help 
in this humane undertaking. 

“The majority of the officers have 
subscribeq freely, and giving their 
time an individual efforts to the suc- 
cess of the cause. We cannot hope 
to succeed without obtaining through 
public subscription something like 
$2,500, as a good instructor will be 
necessary, besides the cost of instru- 
ments. Bright attendants and nurses 
have voluntarily offered their serv- 
ices as members of the band. This is a 
great charity, entirely worthy of your 
good will and liberal support. We 
neeqg your help.

tric Company. by the Georgia Power 
Company. The commission allowed the 
issue of $30.000.000 in bonds. 

Following the announcement of the 
commission regarding the petition it 
was currently reported that the Geor- 
gia Power Company might be compell- 
ed tc abandon its plan to consolidate 
the varioug power companivs of north- 
east Georgia and the vast improve- 
ments contemplated because it would 
not be able to finance the projects with 
the reduction made im the stock issue 
by the commission.

HOTEL REGISTERS | 
USED AS EVIDENCE 


In Seeking “the Men Higher 
Up” in Alleged Dynamite 
Conspiracy. 


Indianapolis, Ind., December 18.— 
Hotel registers showing the | move- 
ments of those suspected of complicity 
in the dynamiting conspiracy other 
than the McNamarasg and Ortie Mc- 
Manigal were taken before the fed- 
eral grand jury today. 

THMomas J. Reftington, of Youngs- 
town, Ohio, the first hotel man to be 
examined, brought w.th him his hotel 
register and some account books said 
to show by whom certain bills had 
been paid. A bridge being erected by 
the Baltimore and Qhio railroad at 
Youngstown was damaged by an ex- 
plosion on the night of Octhober 30, 
1907. Non-union iron workers had 
been employed on the contract. This 
explosion was followed Dy numerous 
others in Northern Ohio, all alleged 
to be depredations of the “dynamit- 
ing crew.” 

McManigal’s and the McNamara’s 
movements are well known and the 
hotel records are being brought from 
places in Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, from 
the east and from as far west as 
Salt Lake City, Utah, with a view of 
tracing others whose names have not 
yet been mentioned, but upon whom, 
it is said, the government ig keeping 
close watch. 

Other persons examined today are 
believed to know circumstances con- 
nected with the stores of explosives 
which the dynamliters kept. The stores 
were at Tiffin, Ohio, where in April, 
1911, 540 pounds of dynamite were tak- 
en from a barn in the rear of McMani- 
gal’'s fathers home; at Indianapolis 
where more than 100. pounds of. ex- 
plosives were found in the basement of 
the building occupied by the Interna- 
tiona! Association of Bridge and Struc- 
tural Iron Workers and in a barn out- 
side the city; at Rochester, Pensylvania 
where nitro-glycerine was found and 
at Muncie, Ind. 

Detective W. J. Burns, who through 
evidence left at these places traced Mc- 
Manigal’s connection with the McNama- 
ras, probably will be a witness later. 

District Attorney Charles W. Miller 
said the government was progressing 
rupidly with the investigation. He said 
it was probable all the evidence would 
be in within a month.

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BANKING REFORM 
UACED BY W'VEAG 


Seeretary of the Treasury Sub- 
mils Annual Report 


Scientific Tariff Legislation Is 
Also Urged by the Secretary. 
Specific Instead’ of Advalo- 
rem Duties Favored—Also 
Favorsa Budget Commission. 


Washington, December 18.—Appeals 
for the immediate reform of the coun- 
try’s banking and currency system and 
scientific tariff legislation, based upon 
entirely new reasons—the practical ex- 
periences of the customs  service— 
stand out prominently in the annual 
report of Secretary of the Treasury 
MacVeagh, submitted to congress to- 
day. This statement of the nation’s 
finances bristles with urgent sugges- 
tions for corrective financial laws, en- 
acted in the light of the “lamp of ex: 
perience.” 

The secretary of the treasury’ fore- 
sees, according to the estimate of ex- 
perts, a surplus in the treasury at the 
end of the fiscal year 1913 of about 
$29,000,000, exclusive of expenditures 
on the Panama canal. Including the 
estimated canal disbursements, how- 
fever, the treasury will face a deficit 
of approximately $8,000,000. 1The total 
estimates of expenditures for next 
year, exclusive of the Panama canal 
and postal service payable from postal 
revenue, are $637,820,303. The estimates 
of réceipts available for the general 
fund are $667,000,000.° The estimates 
for the construction of the Panama 
canal during the next year are $47,- 
263,760, making a grand total of es-

With all the preliminaries for revis- 
ing the financial system accomplished, 
Mr. MacVeagh declares there is no 
reason to postpone action. 

Aldrich Plan Favored. 

The tentative plan of the nationa! 
monetary commission, outlined by ila 
chairman, former Senator Aldrich, he 
Says satisfies in its essentials the 
larger part of the expert opinion of 
the’ nation and is supported by the 
business men. The secretary pledges 
the administration to do its part in 
keeping this financial issue wholly 
non-partisan, velieving that the froe- 
sult should be the product of both 
parties. 

In the contemplated reorganization 
of the financial structure, Mr. Mac- 
Veagh emphasizes the absolute need 
of prohibiting all banks, national and/}l 
state, frem holding stock in other 
banks, as a safeguard against any pos- 
sible- formation of a much feared 
money “trust” in the future. He |i 
urges equality of national and state 
barks in doing trust company and 
savings bank business. | 

“We must provide, and without res- 
ervation,” he deciares, “for a perfect 
equality of «privilege and opportunity 
between national avd state banks. 
State banks must have every advan- 
tage national banks kave, and nationl/i 
banks must kEkave every advantage 
state banks have, And this equality 
cannot be attained unless national and 
state banks are on the Same footing 
as to trust. company banking and as 
to savings bank functions. 

“And it is indispensable that the new 
law shall deny with great precision 
to any bank included withjn its pro- 
visions, whether national] or state, the 
right to own stock in any other inde- 
pendent bank. The law should not 
fail to conclusively forbid such own- 
ership. There is no immediate danger 
to be apprehended from such hold- 
ings, but now is the time -to protect 
for the future the independence and 
individuality of the bvdanks, and to 
forestall in their case the general ten- 
dency to the formation of undue com- 
binations and trusts. The prohibition 
should be so explicit that its spirit, 
as well as its letter, could be en- 
forced. We must prevent perpetually 
the ‘concentration of the banking 
pewer in the hands of the few—a con- 
centration which, under our present 
system, is inevitable by the mere oper- 
ation of financial evolution.”’ 

What New System Must Provide. 


The new banking system, the sec- 
retary of the treasury avers, must pro- 
vide with distinctness and complete- 
ness ample banking facilities for the 
foreign commerce of the United States, 
which, with proper government en- 
couragement, he believes wiil be 
world wide and world varied. 

“It is idle to expect,” he adds, “that 
we shall ever have a developed for- 
eign commerce without a veveloped 
foreign banking system. Our présent 
system grew up in a period of isola- 
tiomg’ 

To a congress which is expected to 
remodel some vf the tariff schedules, 
Mr. MacVeagh urges from the stand- 
point of experience the establishment 
of\specific duties, instead of ad valp- 
rem, wherever the nuture of the arti- 
cle involved makes that possible. He 
says: 

“The practice of adopting ad valo-. 
rem duties adds to the ease and ~uick- 
ness with which legislation may bs 
prepared, but that is its only helpful 
quality—anhd that lonely quality has 
its palpable drawbacks. Ad vaiorem 
duties léuad directly co the great ma- 
jority of all the frauds upon the reve- 
nues with. which the treasury depart- 
ment has to contend, and they do ail 
they ean to drive honest importers 
out of business TMey add exceeding- 
ly to the expense and responsibility 
of administration and are responsible 
in largest measure for whatever de- 
moralization exists in the importing 
and customs fusiness, Theoretically 
ad valorem duties may have an appeat, 
but in practice they are a delusion and 
a snare.” . 

The principle ef “scientific revision” 
of the tariff, Mr. MacVeagh continues, 
should be applied not only to the 
yuestion of duties, but also to classi- 
fication of articles and the language 
of the law so that there may be nw 
doubt as to the intent of congress. 
When the scientific method and spirit 
of™iegislating on this subject is re- 
duced to practice, covering all features 
ef the tariff law, affecting its ready 
interpretation, the secretary declares, 
an expensive element of its adminis- 
tration and “a large amount of litiga- 
tion will be automatically eliminated. 
Also, he adds, many vexations of hon- 
est importers and a vast mags of un- 
dervaluations and frauds by dishon- 
est importers will disappear. 

“There can be.no question,” he een- 
cludes on this sabject, “that the need 
of rendering the administration of the 
customs ousiness simple, prompt and 
certain, with a rational saving of use- 
less expenditure, is an additional rea- 
son of great weight for the enlighten- 
ed method of tariff legislation-to wh 
the best sentiment of the country hag 
been looking forward for more than e@ 
quarter ef a century.” : 


Budget System Is Favored. 


Mr. MacVeagh reccmmends the ap- 
pointment of a commission, consistiry 
of representatives of congress and the 
executive departmenis, to evolve a 
budget system for the . government.

PEACE WAKERS 
WORKIN CHIN 


Conference to End th War 
Begins in Shanghai, 


Wu Ting Fang, Who Repre- 
sents Revolutionists, Hopeful 
That an Agreement Will Be 
Reached—Japan and Britain 
Considering Mediation. - 


Shanghai, December 18.—The peace 
conferen between Wu Ting Fang, 
th pre ak secretary in the revolu- 
tionary cabinet, and Tang Shao Yi, 
representing Premier Yuan Shi Kal, 
and five delegates selected by each 
side, opened in the town hall here 
at 2:30 this afternoon. 

The delegates arrived at the town 
hall at 2 o’clock. They immediately 
proceeded to business. All except the 
delegates were excluded from the 


British police, The public is not even 
allowed the same side of the street 
as the town hall. 

One of the notable facts in connec- 
tion with the peace conference is that 
both of the principal personages are 
natives of Canton’ and old friends. On 
their first entrance into the room the 
greeting of the delegates was most 
friendly. 

Tang Shao Yi this morning gald 
that he does not represent the throne 
but is a personal representative of 
Premier Yuan Shi Kai. This declara- 
tion may be regarded as a significant 
one. 

Hope for an Agreement. 

Both Wu Ting Fang and Tang Shao 
Yi privately expressed the hope, be- 
fore the conference opened, that some 
agreement might be reached. 

Amos P. Wilder, United States con- 
sul general here, formally called on 
Tang Shao Yi this morning and talked 
with him on subjects of general in- 
terest without, however, touching on 
the question of the revolution. The 
strictest measures are being taken for 
the protection of Tang Shao Yi, as an 
intimation has reached the police that 
some among the more hot-headed stu- 
dents have been advocating his assis- 
sination on the ground that he is sup- 
porting the Manchus. 

There is reason to believe that this 
idea is absolutely without foundation. 
Tang Shao Yi is an advocate of a 
constitutional monarchy, but does not 
support the retention of the Manchu 
dynasty. His sympathies are with the 
Cantonese reformers, but he does not 
believe in a republic. 

Matter of Mediation. 

London, December 18.—The action 
which it has been decided shall be 
initiated by the British and Japanese 
governments in China is more a mat- 
ter of mediation than of intervention. 
In any case, the governments await 
the results of the peace conference, 
or at least some indication of what 
the outcome of the discussions is like- 
ly to be, before proceeding further. 

Thus far the conversations that have 
taken place on the subject of media- 
tion have been solely between the 
British and Japanese governments. 
Before any definite decision is taken 
by those governments all the powers 
will be notified as to their proposed 
action. — 

Killed by His Soldiers. 

Pekin, December 18.—Tuang Fang, 
one of China’s foremost men, has been 
killed by his own soldiers at Tse- 
Chow, in Shan-Si province, according 
to missionary reports. Fang visited 
the United States in 1906 at the head 
of a Chinese educational commission. 

Fang's brother suffered death at the 
hands of soldiers.

New York, December 18.—New York 
city will use nearly half a million

$250,000, or an average of 50 cénts a 
tree.

Acworth Business ‘Section Was 
Threatened by Flames. 
Acworth, Ga., December 18,—(Spe- 
ciaL)—The entire business.section of 
Acworth narrowly escaped total de- 
strutcion by fire yesterday morning, 
when -the large three-story brick ware- 
house building of Jesse L. Lemon was 
completely gutted by fire.

World 
and Junior Order of United American 
Mechanics was completely destroyed. 

It is thought that the fire originated 
from a bale of cotton slightly smoul- 
dering on the interior when placed in 
the warenose. 

All telephone and telegraph commu- 
nication was cut off from Acworth for 
the greater part of the day. The 
warehouse was well enveloped in 
flames when discovered and the fire 
alarmed turned in. The firemen were 
kept on duty for twelve hours extin- 
guishing the blazing’ cotton.

Estimate of the Department of 


Agriculture on Farm Crops. 


Washington, December 18.—With de- 
creases in the production of the eleven 
important farm crops, not including 
cotton, the total value of these crops 
this year reached the tote! of $3,769,- 
562,000, according»to the final estimate 
announced today by the department of 
agriculture. This igs an increase of al- 
most $190;000,000 over their value last 
year. The department's final estimate 
of production today differs considera- 
Lily from its preliminary estimate made 
in November, because of a revision of 
the acreage based upon the census bu- 
reau’s figures which became available 
since that time. The important fea- 
tures of the different crops compared 
with last year were:

TAFT’S LAND POLICY _ 
DEFENDED BY FISHER 


Secretary Explains to the Com- 
plaining Governors 
the Northwest. 


St. Paul, Minn., December 13.—Af- 
ter hearing the governors of the north- 
western states and their accredited 
representatives outline what, in their 
opinion, is wrong with.the present ad-

He sald it was his pur- 
pose to get the unappropriated public 
lands into the hands of the bona fids 
settlers as s0on as possible. 

He defended the leacting system as 
the only way in which the public do- 
main can be dreserved for all the peo- 
ple, though often it seems to work 
hardships on the individual.

KINDERGARTENS? 


WITHOUT YOUR HELP SCHOOLS MAY CLOSE 
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Little boys and girls at the Free Kindergarten School at the Exposition Cotton Mills. 


By Isma Dooly. 

Since my association work in the 
juvenile court ang with the proba- 
tion system, I have never Known of 
a child introuble who had ever had 
the advantage of training in one of 
Atianta’s free kindergarten schools,” 
was the significant statement of Miss 
Lang, one of Atlanta's best known 
social workers, and an officer in At- 
lanta’s probation system, when dis- 
cussing the value of the kindergar- 
ten system. 

Whenever a child, the petty offender 
has to be dealt with, conditions sur- 
rounding him are immediately inves- 
tigated; his age, his training is looked 
into, and the child’s case accordingly 
treated. The system has been in ope- 
tation for several years and yet not 
one of the poor little unfortunates 
coming into the courts have had the 
@dvantage of kindergarten training. 

Funds Are Needed. 

Yet the good women who have for 
gixteen years been assuming the bur- 
den of the free kindergarten schools, 
are confronted with a scarcity of 
funds, and unless the public come to 
the rescue it may be that one or more 
of the kindergarten schools will have 
to be abandoned, and the little chil- 
dren now attending them deprived of 
their first and best chance to become 
good citizens. 

Some one may recall here the fact 
that the Kimdergarten Association has 
large membership; and that the dues 
are paid, and that the city gives a 
amall amount for the maintenance of 
these schools. 

All that is true but there are now 
eight schools in the kindergarten sys- 
tem; each of these has to have a 
teacher who draws a. salary of from 
$40 to $50 a month; there must be heat 
afid water furnisheq for the children, 
and certain accessories to the comfort 
of the little houses in which the school 
is held, this requiring far more than 
is realized through membership dues. 

There are at present 500 children in 
attendance at the school and all of 
these children if they were not in the 
kindergartens during the day, would 
be in the streets, victims of petty 
crimes and general demoralization. 
They are the children of parents who 
must work; who have no funds with 
which to pay people to stay home and 
take care of their little ones, and in 
this condition is seen the philanthropic 
value of the schools, It would be 
idie here to stress the educational 
value of the kindergarten, as the basif 
principle of education, as that has 
been decided by the up-to-date school 
systems of the world-at-large. The 
kindergarten is a part of the common 
school system, in all large, progressive 
cities. 

The Many Values. 

With the economic values of the 
kindergarten in Atlanta proven by the 
statement of Miss Lang, in the money 
it saves the city treasury in protect- 
ing the child from the influences of 
the street; with the philanthropic 
phase of the system proven in the 
help it is to industrious parents who 
have a place to put their children un- 
der age, and with its value as a prin- 
ciple of education, it cannot be that 
the kindergarten treasury will be left 
impoverisred, and that at a time when 
the world's heart is biggest, and peo- 
ple are wanting to give where it is 
needed. ‘ 

No Christmas offering can he bet- 
ter placed than in the work of the 
Free Kindergarten Association. 

Bach year it has been the custom 
to give an entertainment'§ through 
which many people contributed in the 
way of patronage, but this year the 
entertainment was abandoned on ac- 
count of the illness of the president 
of the association, Mrs. Nellie Peters 
Black. who, for sixteen years, has 
worked with unceasing effort for the 
schools. During her illness her per- 
gona] friends sent her checks hoping 
to compensate in that way for the 
lack of funds, but the sum thus rea- 
lizeg is not sufficient to warrant the 
continuance of the schools until June, 
and it is for that reason the public is 
appealed to now,

held Monday Mrs. William Nixon, pre- 
siding in the absence of Mrs. Black, 
reports from the various schools were 
read. Each report, indicated the beau. 
tiful work of teachers and children, 
the message coming that the little 
ones were busy making with their own 
little hands gifts to go on the tree 
which each year the children have. 
These gifts are made for the parents 
who are invited to the trees, ang one 
of the many good results of the kin- 
dergarten is the social work extend- 
ing from the schools into the homes 


Mrs. Nixon stated that the mothers’ 
clubs in connection with the kinder- 
gartens were most helpful institutions, 
and that through ,these clubs worthy 
women were given the opportunity to 
find out many things benefical to them 


in their domestic duties. 
_ The largest. ¢ of the kindergarten 


schools and one which sent in a fine 
report, was the one situated in the 
grounds of the Exposition Cotton mills. 
The seven schools are centered in com- 
munities where the parents most need 
to be helped with the children and 
where the children most need to be 
protected from the influences of the 
street. 

Five hundred dollars must be raised 
by the association this week so that 
next week the teachers may be en- 
gaged for the remainder of the year, 
and the schools assured continuance,

Value of Commerce Involved. 


According to the bureau of statis- 
tics the value of imports into the 
United States from Russia during the 
present calendar year will amount to, 
$14,000,000, principally in hides and 
sking and wool. The value of exports 
from the United States to Russia dur- 
ing the year is estimated at $24,000,- 
000, showing a balance of $10,000,000 
in favor of the United States. Russia 
also buys much American cotton in 
London and with this included the to- 
tal value of American goods sent into 
the empire is estimated at $35,000,000, 
a balance of $21,000,000 in favor of 
the United States. The American ex-! 
ports are principally manufactures of 
agricultural mechinery and cotton. 

Fresident Taft’s arnouncement, first 
in a. ietter to the foreign relations 
cormmittee, and then in a message tv 
the senate. that he had taken upon 
himself the responsibility of notifying 
Russia of the abrogation of the treaty, 
did not come as a surprise.

Taft Stealing Democratic Thunder. 

Senator Culberson said tonight he 
could not venture a prediction as to 
how far the democrats of the senate 
would go in their opposition to the 
Lodge resolution or any other resolu- 
tion approving the action of the presi- 
dent in taking the matter out of the 
hands of congress, following the adop- 
tion of the Sulzer resolution in the 
house. 

“There is a feeling among the dem- 
ocrats/’ he said, “that the president 
is trying to steal their thunder. I 
think the country ought to be made 
acquainted with the facts,.”’ | 

In view of the probable contest ov r 
the adoption of the Lodge resolu- 
tion and desire of many senators to 
be heard it was decided that the sen- 
ate session should begin at noon to- 
morrow instead of the wsual meeting 
hour, 2 o’clock. 

The senate tn convening lost no 
time taking up the question. Immedi- 
ately after opening routine the presi- 
dent's message was sent in and it re- 
ceived unusually close attention. 

With the message disposed of Sena- 
tor Lodge presented the report of the 
committee on foreign relations with 
the resolution provide das a substi- 
tute for the house declaration. 

For a few moments, there seemed 
a prospect for immediate considera- 
tion, but trouble began when Senator 
Culberson asked whether the commit- 
tee’s action had been unanimous. The 
reply was that there had been no ad- 
verse vote. 

This response seemed to satisfy Mr. 
Culberson, but he no sooner had taken 
his seat than Senator Heyburn, of 
Idaho, made flat objection to going on 
with the resolution today. 

Under the senate rules one objection 
was sufficient to carry the. subject 
over until tomorrow. 


Heyburn Criticises Taft's Haste. 


Contending that there should be a 
full explanation of the sermate pur- 
pose of departing from its usual cus- 
tom in abrogating treaties Mr. Hey- 
burn criticized the haste with which 
(he said the senate was attcmpting to 
dispose of this most important mat- 
ter. 

“Nations take time to deliberate on 
matters of such moment and all of us 
who participate in their consideration 
should give them our careful atten- 
tion. The plan proposed looks’ too 
much like what the newspapers desig- 
nate as the “‘steam roller’ process. 

“The unmaking of a treaty that has 
stood for eighty years is a serious 
matter. I do not intend to be classed 
among those who would not act on 
this question. Can any senator say 
what will be the result of action on 
this resolution? Will the men who dre 
willing to act without deliberation 
shoulder the responsibility and the 
musket?’ 

Mr. Lodge yielded to the inevitable 
when the Idaho senator voiced his op- 
position. But he defended the presi- 
dent’s course and cited precedents to 
warrant it. 

“The president has authority to give 
that notice and to ask the approval 
of either the congress or the senate,” 
ha diMr. Lodge. “I deeply regret that 
this matter was thrown over for a 
day. This is a matter for haste and 
if the notice is not effective by Jan- 
uary 1, it will hold the treaty in force 
for two years. We should act now if 
we wish to terminate the treaty, 28 
we all do. 

Culberson Criticises Taft. 

Senator. Culberson tuen made his 
speech criticising the president. He 
outlined all that had been done by 
congress on the subject and quoted the 
portion of the president's foreign rela- 
tions message in which he gave as- 
surance that the passport question was 
in coures of adjustment and prom- 
ised to communicate further with 
congress after the holidays.

What Lack of Treaty Means. 

While it is said to be true that na- 
tions have worked in comparative har. 
mony for considerable periods of time 
without treaties of trade and naviga- 
tion, the state department holds that 
it is extremely gesirable that business 
of the volfime between America and 
Russia shall not be done by suffer- 
ance, but rest upon well-established 
legal rights. Otherwise American 
consuls in Russia would have no legal! 
powers and American shipping might 
be excluded from Russian ports at the 
whim of local officials without afford- 
ing ground for protest. Without a 
treaty any American, whether Jew’ or 
Gentile, might be excluded. 

The state department, it is believed, 
soon will attempt to open negotiations 
for a new treaty. It is difficult to 
forecast the shape it will endeavor to 
give in the new pact to the article in 
the present treaty which recognizes 
rights of traveling residents. 

United States In Russia’s Box. 

The favoreg nation clauses is nearly 
all of the American treaties will make 
it incumbent upon the negotiators to 
avoid any phraseology that would en- 
able a nation of the third part to 
claim right of entry and residence in 
the United States for its citizens, re- 
gardless of color, religion or condi- 
tion. Otherwise there would be great 
danger of a breaking down of the 
walls which now exclude Oriental im- 
migration. 

Some state department officials be- 
lieve the problem thus presented is jn- 
soluble and that the only way that 
Russo-American commerce can be 
placed upon the treaty basis will be 
through the complete omission from 
the new treaty of any article regulat- 
ing the rights of citizens in the mat- 
ter of residence ‘ang travel, which;

St. Petersburg, December 18.—The 
American ambassador, Curtis Guild, 
Jr., actimg under instructions from the 
president of the United States, today 
notified the Russian foreign minister, 
M. Sazonoff, that the treaty of 1832 
between the United States and Russia 
would be abrogated, in accordance 
with provision mdde by article 12 on 
January 1, 1913. 

It is vointeg out in official circles 
that Russia has no cause to be dis- 
satisfied with this turn of affairs, 
President Taft's action, in view of the 
previously contemplated procedure, be- 
ing likely to increase his popularity 
here. The notification, it is» added, 
was given with full right and tactful- 
ly made no mention-of motives under- 
lying the abrogation of the treaty, 
which leaves full latitude for con- 
ducting new negotiations, with the 
controversal factor eliminated. 

This feature of the situation has 
attracted attention and seems to be 
fully appreciated. The Russian gov- 
ernment =. finds not the slightest 
grounds to object to the abrogation in 
such shape as it actually assumed in 
Ambassador Guild’s note, which is 
dated December 17. 

In a note dated December 18 the 
Russian foreign minister acknow!l- 
edges receipt of the notification and 
says that Russia takes notice thereof.
